measures. 
The Soviet vetoes were regarded 
by some diplomats as a holding 
action by Moscow to allow India to 
make territorial gains in East 
Pakistan in the undeclared war 
launched a week ago. 
If true, the tactic would be similar 
to delaying action by the United 
States during the 1967 Middle East 
War when a cease-fire resolution 
was not adopted by the Council until 
after Israeli forces had reached the 
east bank of the Suez Canal. 
Bolstering the diplomatic reports 
of a switch back to the Council was 
the imminent arrival in New York

of 
Zulfikar 
Ali 
Bhutto,

Pakistan made clear its formal 
acceptance of the Assembly 's cease­ 
fire resolution was contingent on an 
Indian agreement to end the fighting 
and withdraw its troops under the 
observation and supervision of U.N. 
observers sent to the area. 
There has been no official reply 
from India to the resolution, adopted 
on a 104-11 vote with 10 abstentions. 
Indian diplomats at the United 
Nations and in New Delhi have said 
India will ignore the resolution. 
The transfer from the Council to 
the

Assembly 
was 
made Monday because the Council 
had been deadlocked by two Soviet 
vetoes of 
cease-fire 
resolutions 
introduced by the United States and 
eight small nations. 


NATO ready 
to talk to 
Communists 


BRUSSELS (UPI i - The North 
Atlantic allies announced today they 
are ready to start talks with the 
Communists on European security 
when

(NATO)

meant bilateral consultations can 
start at once, but that there can be 
no preliminary multilateral talks 
and no conference proper until the 
Berlin protocol is signed. 
The communique stressed at the 
same time NATO s determination to 
keep up and strengthen its guard 
against possible Communist attack. 
It said the ministers agreed that 
NATO member countries should, 
within their economic capabilities, 
allocate 
"a stable and possibly 
larger proportion of their growing 
national 
wealth” 
for 
defense 
purposes. 


Teachers finally approve salary increase

Teacher representatives, last night, approved a 5.5 
per cent salary increase offer ending eight months of 
negotiations with the school board. 
The increase was the maximum allowable under 
President Nixon's Phase II wage price guidelines, but 
was 1.1 percentage points below the school board's 
original offer and more than three percentage points 
below the teacher demand made in late summer 
Original demands made in April were substantially 
higher. 
Teacher salaries will be computed on a new 
conversion factor of $32.44 per point. The factors raise 
the beginning salary to $7,299 for teachers with 


minimum education of a bachelor s degree; and to a 
maximum ot $14,500 for teachers with a masters 
degree at the top salary step. 
Normal instep salary increments will bring another 
$389 yearly to the individual teachers. 
The increases will be reflected in salary checks in 
January. 
It was uncertain what agreement has been reached 
on the amount of salary represented by the difference 
between the 5.5 per cent permitted by federal 
guidelines and the board's original offer of 6.6 per 
cent. Lompoc Education officials had asked for the 
extra amount it a later ruling by the pay board would 
permit it. 
The salary package also includes a hike in 


substitute teachers salaries from the former $22 a 
day to $23.20. 
Still to be resolved are the issues surrounding the 
split of school administrators into a separate unit tor 
salary negotiations. 
LEA s comprehensive agreement package in April 
t led the administrators salaries to those for teachers. 
I* or example an administrator would receive the top 
teacher pay scale, and an additional set amount based 
on the area of responsibility 
LEA officials charged yesterday that the otter of 
the school board s representative for a 5.5 per cent 
salary increase for administrators as well as teachers 
would 
increase the disparity in pay between 
teachers and administrators.”

President Nixon's nomination of 
William H. 
Rehnquist to be a 
Supreme Court justice. 
The vote was 52 to 42 in favor of 
cloture—11 
votes 
short 
of 
the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 
A second attempt to impose the 
Senate’s so-called gag rule will be 
made Saturday. 
Republican leader Hugh Scott 
predicted that on the second try, the 
two-thirds vote to halt debate on the 
controversial nominee would be 
mustered The Senate approved the 
nomination 
of 
Nixon's 
other 
appointee, Lewis F. Powell Jr., last 
week by an 89-1 margin. 
Rehnquist, an assistant attorney 
general, has been opposed by a 
group of liberal Democrats and 
Republicans 
challenging 
his 
approach to civil and individual 
rights issues. 
The latest development in the 
dispute was the release of a claim 
by a former Supreme Court law 
clerk that 
it was he and not 
Rehnquist 
who 
bore 
most 
responsibility for a controversial 
anti-desegregation 
memo. 
Scott 
made public a cable from Donald 
Cronson who with Rehnquist was a 
clerk at the Supreme Court when the 
document was drafted in 1952. 
The 
memo 
supported 
the 
separate-but-equal 
school 
desegregation idea which was later 
overturned by the court. Cronson, 
now working for Mobil Oil Co. in 
London, said the memo was typed 
by Rehnquist “ but a great deal of its 
contents was the result of my 
suggestion. A number of phrases ... I 
can 
recognize 
as 
having 
been 
composed by me, and it is probably 
that the memorandum is more mine 
than yours,” he told Rehnquist. 
Cloture

are 
normally 
employed to end filibusters; but 
Sen. Birch D. Bayh, D-Ind., had 
claimed he was not engaging in a 
lilibuster. 
He noted that the Senate had been 
debating the nomination only since 
Tuesday but Scott countered that all 
the arguments pro and con had been 
made and that more talk was only 
repetitive and designed to delay 
confirmation.

T i l \ I I "PI I — T h p n n p c t m n nf 
hu t h e U m i c o R a n i / ina 
WASHINGTON (UPI i —The question ot 
whether to order millions of dollars in back 
pay for workers whose wage increases 
were 
withheld during 
the wage-price 
freeze came before the House today. 
It was a key item as the House moved to 
finish legislation to give President Nixon 
another year of authority to continue 
economic controls beyond April 30. 
The legislation would order retroactive 
pay for contracts negotiated before the 
start ot the 90-day freeze Aug. 15, providing 
the increases were not "unreasonably 
inconsistent 
with other wage hikes. In 
most cases workers got their raises 
starting when the freeze ended but lost 
whatever they were due during the 90 
days. The Senate has passed similar 
legislation with a back pay provision that 
would be less mandatory than the House 
proposal

Democrats planned to try to kill the back 
pay provision, ordered into the legislation 


by the House Banking Committee. 
Committee Chairman Wright Patman. 
D-Tex., the bill s floor leader, said the 
retroactive pay dispute

divisiveness at a time when we should be 
pulling the country together behind the

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Heavy 'anglo' 
values in 
school books 


LOS ANGELES 
(UPIi—All 
school 
textbooks they 
examined are too heavily oriented to "Anglo'’ values and 
lack or distort the roles of blacks. Mexican-Americans, 
Indians and Orientals, a special task force for the state 
Board ot Education said Thursday. 
The way in which minority children are taught history 
and other social sciences in school results in "minority 
overrepresentation in drug, delinquency, poverty-welfare 
cases, mental illness and other ramifications of the vicious 
cycle of poverty," the task force said. 
The 12-member task force examined 15 textbooks 
proposed for use in grades 5 through 8 to determine whether 
they meet the requirements of a state law requiring a 
correct portrayal of minorities in U.S. and California 
history. 
They filed their report with the State Board of Education, 
which opened a two-day meeting Thursday. The board put 
off action on the report until January. 
The books were reviewed following protests from minori­ 
ty groups, 
led by the Mexican-American Education 
Commission. 
The task force gave as examples of its complaints: 
—Treatment of the expansion of the United States and the 
Mexican-American war is "actually dishonest" in one 
book. 
—Modern black leaders are not mentioned in a history 
book, slave revolts are not mentioned, and slavery is 
"sugar-coated." 
—A book presents the civil rights struggle as between 
blacks and whites, falsely picturing Mexican-Americans by 
omission as "sleeping rather than fighting for their 
constitutional rights." 
—No reference is made in one book to the Indians of the 
present day, their living conditions or protest movements. 
—The only example of the culture of the Aztec Indians of 
Mexico in one book is a reference to their practice of 
human sacrifice. 
—One book stressed "the exotic, the lurid, the frighten­ 
ing, the bloody" when referring to non-Christian religions 
"while the same emphasis is jacking with Western reli­ 
gions." 
—One book compared the Hope Indian “ Kachina" to 
halloween ghosts, an insult to the Indian religion. 
Such material shows, the task force said, that “the books 
generally reflect an absence of intellectual rigor, a 
superabundance 
of 
factual 
errors, 
a 
pervasive 
ethnocentrism 
in 
both 
framework 
and 
content, 
an 
insensitivity to people of various ethnic groups, and at 
times an apparent intellectual dishonesty." 
The books are written "chiefly from the Anglo point of 
view" and give “a distorted view of American history and 
an inadequate portrayal of minorities." the task force 
charged in its 59-page report. 
The task force noted that ordinarily the books would have 
been approved in routine fashion last summer if it were 
not for the protests. If the board accepts the report, the 
adoption of the texts could be delayed for 1-3 years. 
Wilson Riles, state superintendent of public instruction, 
said if texts a’-e not purchased by next July, the $2.3 million 
allocated for the books in the current budget could be lost.

The State Division of Highways is taking 
a new and constructive look at the bicycle 
as a form of transportation that can help 
alleviate today's massive traffic problems. 


A spokesman said "we've been asked to 
evaluate areas where bike paths can be put 
to best use" under newly enacted state 
legislation which will allow diversion of 
motor vehicle taxes for accomodation for 
cyclists. 


At the same time, it was learned, the 
division's district office which covers 
Santa Barbara County is going ahead with 
plans to grade a separated bike pathway 
parallel with State Rt. 246 in Santa Ynez 
Valley which can also be used by pedes­ 
trians and equestrians. 


This work may be done by early next 
year when the project ot upgrading the 
highway past Santa Ynez Valley High 
School goes to contract, it was shown. The 
same contractor working on the highway 
upgrading possibly can do the paving tor 
the companion pathway, it is felt. 


It is acknowledged that this project is a 
"pilot" 
project, 
but 
state 
highways 
officials felt it was important to carry it 
out because of widespread community 
concern for the safety of young bicycle 
riders who have used the highway going to 
and from school. 


The highway division also decided to go 
through with this "first of its kind" project 
because the community has raised some 
$6,000 to help share the cost. The state's 
share may be double this figure.

have been saved. 
The UCSB football people ran into 
a problem faced by more and more 
schools every day Because ot the 
cash situation, they had to field a 
winning team in order to justify 
their existence. 
Schools 
love 
to 
lay 
down 
astronomical sums on money on 
their 
football 
teams 
— 
lavish 
scholarships; plush dorms and lush 
athletic facilities. Under-the-table 
payoffs, coast-to-coast jet trips, 
huge 
coaching 
and 
recruiting 
budgets. 


It’s a sad tact, therefore, that 
many teams have to be fantastically 
successful to -Stay alive. This is 
great it you subscnbr» to the Bear 
Bryant “ Winning isn't everything. 
It's the only 
thing " 
school ot 
football. But it you're somewhat 
less maniacal, you hate to see a 
team die just because it couldn't 
reduce every opponent to a blob ot 
chopped liver. 


Let's face it. As long as there are 
sports, there will always be losing 
teams. It .seems logical that as more 
and more money goes out the door, 
more and more teams will go down 
the drain. Like l ’('SB. they'll face a 
dilema — w in or die, 
' (Jr mtxlify the athletic program. 
There will most likely always be 
an audience tor the Nebraska-USC- 
Alabama type ot big time football. 
But there will also be a trend away 
I rom million dollar college teams. 
The football program at Cal 
Lutheran College in Thousand Oaks 
mav come to serve as a model Cal 
Luthern doesn t dispense tootball

Benny Goodman Is Back 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Graying heads bob, tired 
feet tap, wrinkled hands pat 
happily in rhythm greeting 
“ Avalon,” “ Lady Be Good, 
“ S l i p p e d Disc,” “ Sweet 
Georgia Brown,” familiar 
old friends. 


Familiar waterfall runs, 
loose tumble of notes falling 
easily out of black clarinet, 
are welcomed as the famil­ 
iar figure rares back, spot­ 
light glinting off his glasses, 
to take another chorus. 


A man in the audience 
stands up and cries, “ Long 
live the King!” and only age 
and respectability keep the 
c r o w d from completing 
newsreel images from the 
’30s by starting to dance in 
the aisles. 


Benny Goodman is back in 
town. 


Goodman is 62 now and it 
is more than 30 years since 
his band was at its popular­ 
ity peak, 33 years since the 
Carnegie Hall jazz concert 
that was a landmark in the 
history of popular music. 
But his style is hardly dis­ 
tinguishable from the Benny 
Goodman who lives on the 
records made in the ’30s. 
And he plays almost exclu­ 
sively songs from that era. 


It is what people want to 
hear. Goodman just returned 
f r o m a successful British 
concert tour and is now in 
the midst of a three-week 
stint (until Nov. 13) with his 
sextet at New York’s Rain­ 
bow Grill, which is to the 
Establishment what the ("ill- 
more East used to be to the 
Counterculture. 


He does draw a smattering 
of young people to his con­ 
certs but even those who 
don’t appear to have been 
dragged along by hepcat 
parents seem less pleased 
by the music than puzzled, 
perhaps because they can’t 
understand it when musi­ 
cians smile and just stand 
there when they play instead 
of grimacing and lapsing 
into minor convulsions. 


Goodman s a y s he isn’t 


especially interested in win­ 
ning over the younger gener­ 
ation. Then again he isn’t 
especially interested in their 
parents, either. 


“ I won’t say that it’s not 
gratifying when the kids 
come and enjoy the music,” 
he says. “ But I don’t go out 
of my way for them. I try to 
do what I do well and try to 
please myself. I don’t really 
care if the people in the audi­ 
ence are young, old, yellow, 
g re e n , perverts or what­ 
ever.” 


Though Goodman says he 
has changed over the years 
—“ I like to think I ’ve im­ 
proved’’ — it isn’t apparent 
from listening to him. He 
hasn’t fallen jnto the trap of 
cliehe-mg his solos but even 
if what he produces isn’t a 
c a r b o n copy of the 1939 
Benny Goodman it was writ­ 
ten by the same machine on 
the same kind of paper. 


E v e n a longtime friend 
and associate of Goodman’s, 
who asked for obvious rea­ 
sons to remain anonymous, 
says: “ B e n n y obviously 
hasn’t changed w i t h the 
times and in a lot of ways 
it’s a shame. Most musicians 
today don’t have any respect 
for him because he j u s t 
doesn’t seem to nave been 
influenced by what has hap­ 
pened in o t h e r forms of 
music.” 
Goodman did flirt, briefly 
and unsuccessfully, with bop 
when that short-lived varia­ 
tion of jazz was flourishing 
in the late ’40s. That was his 
r e a l wavering from the 
Goodman-style that was al­ 
ready well-established by the 
mid-’30s, however. 
And his tastes in popular 
music and jazz now still lean 
toward the past. 
All that music the kids 
listen to now sounds so much 
a 1 i k e,” 
he 
says. 
“ The 
rhythm isn’t all that much 
now. is it? And I just don’t 
think these songs have the 
potential to become stand­ 
ards You buy a record by 
Carole King or somebody 
and listen to it once or twice 


and you don’t want to hear 
it any more.” 
Even in jazz, those he cites 
as people he would go out of 
his way to hear—Ella Fitz­ 
gerald. Dave Brubeck, the 
Modern Jazz Quartet — per­ 
form in an idiom much 
closer to that of the Big 
Band Era than that of 1971’s 
versions and perversions of 
jazz 
“ Ornette Coleman?,” 
Goodman says. “ I don’t un­ 
derstand him.” 
Still, nobody told Ted Wil­ 
liams that he should start 
hitting right-handed because 
he had always been a left- 
handed hitter and it was get­ 
ting boring. Nobody tells 
N o r m a n Mailer that he 
should start trying to write 
in shorter sentences. And no­ 
body suggests to President 
Nixon that he has been a Re­ 
publican long enough and 
why doesn’t he try being a 
Democrat for a while? 
He is s t i l l a supreme 
clarinet player, as he always 
has been,” says John Ham­ 
mond, now a Columbia Rec­ 
ords executive and the man 
who suggested back in 1934 
that maybe it would be a 
good idea if G o o d m a n 
started his own band. “ May­ 
be one of the reasons he 
hasn't been accepted by 
modern jazz musicians is 
that he hasn’t become spur­ 
iously complex like so many 
of them have.” 
Hammond would probably 
find his view seconded by 
the people in the audience 
who have literally cheered, 
st omped, whistled, sung 
their way through the con­ 
cert by the 1971 Benny Good­ 
man. (There were even, as 
the first soft s t r a i n s of 
“Memories of You” floated 
from the stage, a few audible 
sighs.)

Two noted U.S admirals recently fired

Vice Adm. Hvman Rickover told the 
American Ordinance Association:

blunt situation facing us is that Soviet 
Russia is doing all the things a nation 
would do if it wanted to be the number one 
military power with clear unequivocal 
superiority ...

future, Nagano, as a result of his 
trip to Peking and a lengthy talk 
with P rem ier Chou En-Lai, sees the 
potential of a similar negotiation 
with China The outcome would also 
depend to a considerable degree on 
Japanese 
government 
loans 
to 
underwrite the initial costs. 
“ My 
personal 
im pression,“ 
Nagano said, “ is that economic 
planning in China is steady and 
sound. Progress is based presently 
on 
i n c r e a s e d 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
production. But in the future there 
will be a parallel development of 
heavy industry and consumer goods. 
This 
is 
gradual 
and 
carefully 
thought out. with nothing high-flow n 
about it.” 


In Nagano's opinion China is a 
good 
credit 
risk. 
If 
trade 
is 
expanded, underwritten by govern­ 
ment loans, the first imports will be 
soy beans and other agricultural 
products. Soy beans today come 
largely from Indiana. Illinois and 
other 
midwestern 
states. 
Later 
Japan would take coking coal, most 
of which comes now from West 
Virginia, 
petroleum 
and 
other 
minerals as sources are developed. 
In all this there is no sense of 
reprisal. It is simply the urgent need 
to find alternative sources of supply 
for vital raw m aterials closer at 
hand than the Middle E ast and the 
United States. Most Japanese, both 
in government 
and 
in 
industry, 
understand that the United States 
had to take steps to correct the 
trade imbalance and protect the 
dollar. With a reserve of $14 billion 
— in dollars except for only a small 
fraction in gold — the heaith of the 
dollar is no iaughing m atter. 
The ties w ith the United States are 
close in every held that the visitor, 
after a brief look at this complex 
society, 
must 
believe 
that 
the 
present differences will be resolved. 
The two Pacific powers are so alike 
and yet so unlike. The paternalistic 
nature of Japanese industry masks 
the economic slowdown It is still,

The city council, in attem pting to 
take it easy on Lompoc residents in 
regards to collecting the $1 increase 
in the refuse collection rate, just 
might have created a potentially 
greater hardship. 
The council this week voted 4-1 to 
prevent the city from cutting off 
utility service for those who refuse 


to pay the increase, 
although there is an 


ordinance that says 
the city can do this 


it the utility bill is 
as much as $5 in 


arrears. 


It was the council's intention, 
instigated 
by 
Councilman 
Sol 
Lefkowitz, to allow utility service to 
continue as long as the rest of the 
bill is paid This action, supposedly, 
will stand only until a court decision 
is reached on whether the city can 
co llect 
the 
in c re a se 
d u rin g 
President Nixon's economic freeze. 
Many, many problems will arise, 
providing the court finds in favor of 
the city. 
City 
Attorney 
Jam es 
Longtin 
stated he did not expect a court 
decision 
until 
late 
1972. 
It 
is 
conceivable 
then 
that 
10 to 
12 
months could pass and half the 
residents or more would each owe 
the city $10 to $12. This might 
almost double the amount ot the bill 
for many people. 
If they then could not, or would 
not, come up with the full amount, 
the city would have to cut off utility 
service. 
Many people, particularly those 
on a low, fixed income, are likely to 
take advantage of the council's 
action this week just to save the 
money, hoping the decision would go 
against the city. 
If the decision does not. where 
would these people be able to come 
up with the accumulated totaГ., 


Another aspect is the loss of many 
hundreds of dollars to the city 
providing the court rules in the 
city’s favor — and at this point it 
appears to me, based on the legal 
opinion of the city attorney, the 
chances are better for a favorable 


ruling than an unfavorable one. 
It 
is 
possible, 
in 
Lompoc’s 
situation, for hundreds of people to 
move away from the city during the 
months preceeding a court decision. 
It is possible that some of these 
might owe as much as $10 or more 
at the time they move and the city 
would never be able to collect. 
It 
certainly 
appears 
the 
city 
council would have been doing a 


m ajority of the citizens a greater 
favor by allowing the city to press 


for full payment of only $1 per 
month now from a few dissidents, 
than to wait several months and be 
faced with the problem of trying to 
collect much more from many more

advantage of the council’s decision 
this week
